Henry Chaclwick, the well-known 
baseball expert, was asked to tell about 
several of the remarkable episodes of 
the past season's play, as he had wit- 
nessed them. 


"Just about the most noteworthy," 
he replied, "was that which marked 
the prame of May 21st, at Philadelphia, 
between the Chic ago and Philadelphia 
nines. 
The game opened favorably 
for Chicago, but in the second innings

a play occurred which virtually enabled 
the Philadelphia team to turn the tide 
of expected defeat into that of a well- 
earned victory. 
In this innings, after 
two men were out, Flint, of the Chi- 
cagoes, hit a long high ball to the ex- 
treme end of the leh field, on which 
he easily secured 
third base; 
but 
thinking that he could score a home 
run on the hit, instead of stopping at 
third, he continued on to the home 
plate. In the meantime IMcCarthy had 
run for the ball, with Wood after him 
to assist in returning it in, and tliough 
Flint had nearly reached third base 
before McCarthy could handle the ball 
in the out-field, so prompt was his 
throw in to Wood—half way down at 
left field—and so swift and accurate 
was Wood's forwarding of the ball to 
the catcher, Clement, at home base, 
that Flint was landed out just before 
he reached the plate, the most enthus- 
iastic applause greeting this fine piece 
of out-fielding. The Philadelphia team 
eventually won the game by 4 to "5, and 
ch;eriy from preventing 1 lint's home 
run as they did in the second innings. 


"Thompson, the noted right-fielder 
of the Detroit team, was the victim of 
a rather amusing accident which oc- 
curred in the game played at Detroit 
on July T), between the Detroit and 
Boston teams. 
The accident occurred 
in the innings in which the Detroits 
virtually won the game. 
Kowe was on 
third base, and Thompson was at first. 
"Thompson started to steal second base, 
and Rowe at the same time ran from 
third for home base. 
On the throw to 
second, Sutton, who had the ball, see- 
ing that he could not throw the ball 
back in time to have Kowe put out at 
the home plate, turned his attention to 
catching Thompson between the bases. 
As the latter ran back to first base he 
made a big slide in, feet foremost, but 
did not slide far enough to avoid the 
ball, and consequently was put out. 
Just here came in the amusing part of 
the occurrence, for, while the players 
walked in from the field, Thompson lay 
at full length on the ground, making 
no effort to rise beyond a sitting posture. 
At first it was thought he was hurt, and 
some of the players went to him to 
rise; then it was, however, that it was 
discovered that he had torn his breeches 
in such a manner that it was impossible 
for him to get up, right before the 
grand stand, without making an awk- 
ward 0X])0sui'e of himself. 
INIorrill, 
who was standing by Thompson, called 
to Pichardson to bring him his coat, 
and a large water-proof coat was ])ro- 
cured, and, with this covering him, 
Thompson walked to the club house 
and there changed his torn breeches 
for another pair. 
The occupants of 
the stand were convulsed with laughter 
when they learned the true intent of 
Thompson's accident. 


"In a game at St. Louis, last July, 
between the champions and the Met- 
ropolitans, Welch, the St. Louis cen- 
ter-fielder, played one of his character- 
istic tricks on the opposing players, 
which resulted in Nelson's failure to 
score a run on Orr's long three-base 
bit, and kept Orr on first base instead 
of his reaching third, as he might easily 
have done. It is a rule of play in base-

running when runners are on the bases 
for them to watch the ball closely in 
the case of a long, high hit to the outer 
field, so as to be able to do one of two 
things promptly, and that is either to 
run on the apparent failure of the 
fielder to get under the ball for a catch, 
or to be ready with one foot on the base 
tbey occupy to run to the next base the 
moment the apparently sure catch is 
made. In the case in question Nelson 
was on second when Orr hit a long, 
high ball to right center which really 
inrnred the scoring of Nelson's run, 
m%il the giving to Orr his third base on 


the hit. 
Put Welch, fn running to 
catch the ball, tried a tiit^k on the run- 
ners which suceeeded admirably. 
As 
he ran out to get under the ball, though 
he saw that it was going bevond his 
reach for a catch, and wonld surely 
strike the fence at c^^ntor field, he 
settled himself with lifted hands in 
I 8U< h a manner as to lead the runneirs 
to think that a catch wonld be certain. 
So Nelson waited on second base until 
the (atch should be made, ready to 
start for third the moment the ball was 
handled. 
To his disgust, however, he 
saw it returned from the fence and 
picked up by Welch, and before Nelson 
could get a chance to leave second the 
ball Avas back in the infield, and Orr 
had to l)e content with a single base lor 
his hit for three bars. 


"One of the best tests of a pitcher's 
skill which the progress of a game pre- 
sents is that ailbrded by the position 
in which the first man at the bat in an 
innings play makes a three-base hit, 
and obliges the pitcher to put forih his 
very best efibrts in the form of skill- 
ful strategic play in the position, in or- 
der to pre.ent the base-runner from 
scoring his run. 
A striking illustra- 
tion of this point was sho>»Ti in the 
contest at Philadelphia on May 21, be- 
tween the Philadelphia and Chicago 
teams. 
In the eighth innings of this 
game, while the Chicago team were 
within one of tying the Philadelphia 
team's score, Sunday, the Chicago out- 
fielder, opened the innings at the bat 
with a clean baae-hit to left center 
field, on which he earned third base. 
Ferguson was in the box as the Phila- 
delphia pitcher, and the point he had 
to attend to was to keep Sunday on 
third while ^iitching out the next three 
batsmen. 
He began by retiring Ryan 
—the next batsman—out on strikes. 
Sullivan came next, and after two 
strikes had been called on him he was 
retired on a foul fly. Next came Daly, 
and he, too, after barely escaping being 
put out on strikes, was finely caught 
out on a sharp fly tip, and this left 
Sunday on third base, the innings play 
ending in a blank. 
It was a feat in 
strategic pitching well worthy of spe- 
cial record. , 


"In the contest at Chicago, on Sept. 
15, between the Chicago and New York 
teams, a point of play occurred which 
plainly pointed oufc the necessity for 
the introduction of an amendment to 
the rules regulating the position at the 
bat of players whose names are printed 
on the score cards. 
The play in ijues- 
tion was as follows: The score card, in 
naming the order oi batting, placed 
the names of "O'Rourke or Brown" as 
the occupant of the catcher's position 
on the New York side, and the order 
of their batting as fifth on the list, 
while 
the 
names 
of Nelson 
and 
O'ltourko were placed eighth on the 
list as tnird-base idayers. 
That is, it'

O'Rourke caught, Nelson was to play 
third base, and if 
Urown 
caught, 
< >'j;ourke was to play third. 
Accord- 
ing to the order as placed on the card, 
if O'Rourke played at third base he 
was to be the eighth strikei*, but if he 
played as catcher then his batting order 
would have been fifth. In the fifth 
inning 
O'Rourke, 
who 
had 
l)00n 
playing third base, went to the bat 
after Connor, and in accordance with 
the order of the card was not in his 
proper position to bat. < )'Rourke then 
hit the ball for a home-run, and as he 
came in Anson stepi^ed upto the um- 
pire and claimed that the run could 
not count as O'Rourlce had batted out 
of order, and his appeal was granted, 
and the run declared no count. 
The 
New-Yorkers 
claimcd that as both 
O'Rourke and lirown's names were on 
the card for fifth }>lace either had the 
right to bat; but this was not so, inas- 
much as the position alone gave the 
right to bat, and as ()'Rourke was d )wn 
to play both as catcher and third base 
the order belonged to the position he 
filled; as that Vas third base, his bat- 
ting order was eighth on the list. 
As 
it happened the loss of the run l)y the 
New York team did not result in that 
of the game, as New York won by i to 
3. But the 
incident showed very 
plainly that the rule governing the play 
should be changed so as to give the 
legal order of batting under such cir- 
cumstances. 


"In one of the May games between 
the Louisville and Baltimore teams at 
Louisville Hecker and Werrick piayed 
a successful trick on the visiting bats- 
men in the following manner : The play 
in ijuestion occurred in the second in- 
nings while Dawes was on first base 
and Fulmer on second. 
Fulmer made 
an attempt to steal to third base, and 
in doing so the fielders alleged that he 
had run out of the line of the base to 
avoid the ball in the hands of the base- 
man, Werrick, but the umpire decided 
Fulmer safe. 
During the dispute over 
the decision Werrick, who held the ball, 
had it up his sleeve, and when the um- 
pire—^Eddy Cuthbert—called play at 
the close of the dispute Hecker entered 
the pitcher's box and acted as if he 
had the ball in hand ready to deliver 
it to the bat. Fulmer, deceived by this 
action, left the base he had previously 
occur ied and stood ofl it ready to run 
home. 
As he did so, W^errick slipped 
the ball from up his sleeve and laugh- 
ingly went up to Fulmer and touched 
him out, greatly to the amusement of 
the astonished crowd looking on, not 
one of whom had noticed where the 
ball had gone. It was a lesson to Ful- 
mer to make a special note of the old 
base-ball saying, 'keep your eye on the 
ball.' 


"On July 9 the Metropolitan team 
met the Cincinnatis on the 
home 
grounds, and on the occasion found 
themselves opposed to the strong bat- 
tery fire of Pitcher Mullane, who on 
that day was in fine form for his best 
strategic work in the box. 
In addition 
to the effective pitching of Mullane, 
the splendid support given behind the 
bat by Catcher Baldwin was especially 
a noteworthy featare of the contest. 
Bnt the Metropolitans also played a 


remarkably fine game, and the most 
st iking feature of it was the sjjlendid 
triple play of Radford, who was play- 
ing second base for them on the oc- 
casion. Baldwin was at the bat, Car- 
penter at second base, and Tebeau at 
third. 
Both the runners had taken 
ground in base running and were ready 
to start on the first fair hit. 
Baldwin 
caught the ball square on the bat and hit 
a hot liner just as both the runners ran 
for their respective bases. 
But Rad- 
ford caught the swift line ball beauti- 
fully, and touching second base with it 
before 
Carpenter 
could get back, 
promptly threw the ball to third base 
in time to cut off Tebeau. 
This put 
the side out by a model triple play, 
and Radford's 
skillful 
performance 
brought out tumultuous applause. 


"Cine of the saddest events of the 
season of 1887 was the fatal orcur-

rence at Lincoln, Nebraska, on June 
IM, which resulted in the death of 
young Edward Likely, of Lincoln. 
The accident did not occur in a match 
game, but only while a party of ball 
players were practicing for a contest 
arranged for the next day. 
The party 
of half a dozen or so were playing 
when young Likely took the bat and 
stepped up to the home plate for a hit. 
Harry Claskey was the pitcher, and he 
was sending in very swift balls. 
As 
Likely struck at the ball it iust touched 
the bat near the handle and glanced oft' 
like a ritie shot to the batsman's face, 
striking the latter with such force as to 
cause him to fall unconscious with his 
head striking the ground squai-ely on 
the top. 
He was taken up insensible 
and carried from the field to the near- 
est hotel, where he was promptly at- 
tended to by physicians. 
But he never 
rallied from the efteets of tiie blow and 
fall combined, and within ten minutes 
time the poor boy was dead. 
He was 
a bright youth, just twenty-thiee years 
of age, and highly esteemed by his 
companions. 
Various theories as to 
the immediate cause of death were a i- 
vanced, but it is j)robable that it was 
due mainly to the severe shock to tl e 
nerve center. 
The blow on the f ire 
was not alone sufficient to have caused 
death. 
It was the only actual death 
on the ball field last season 


"A curious incident happened in the 
contest of May Kith, at Hridgei^ort, 
Conn., between the Bridgeport and 
Danbury teams. 
It is a rule of the 
game that any ball hit from the bat can 
be legally caught, provided it is not 
caught on a rebound from the ground, 
and an object other than the person of 
a fielder. But if it is caught after re- 
bounding from the hands or the person 
of any fielder engaged in the game the 
catch is a legitimate one.

The accomplishments of life are in no 
wise productive of eiieminacy or enerva- 
tion. 
Good manners 
aud 
a respect for 
the tastes of others are indispensable. The 
Good Book speaks favorably of tho>e who 
are a "iieculiar" people; but that does not 
sanction 
the behavior 
of queer peo})le. 
There is no e\< u-e, under any circum- 
stances, for not being aud acting the lady 
or gentleman. 
Rudeness is sin. 
We have 
no words i00 ardent to express our admira- 
tion for the refinements of society. 
There 
is no law, moral or divine, to forbid ele- 
gance of demeanor, or ornaments of gold, 
or ^ems for the person, artistic display iu 
the dwelling, 
gracefulness of gait and 
bearing, polite. salutation or honest com- 
pliments; 
and 
he 
who is 
shocked 
or 
offended by these had better, like the old 
Scythians, wear tiger skins aud take one 
wild leap back iuto midnight barbarism. 
As Christianity 
a Iviinces there will be 
better apparel, higher styles of architect- 
ure, more exquisite adornments, sweeter 
music, grinder pictures, more correct be- 
havior 
and more 
thorough 
ladies 
and 
gentlemen. 


But there is another story to be told. 
"Wrong fashion is to be charged

"Ask not what

that man s hand; but is it white and soft?" 
Ask not what good sense is her conversa- , 
lion, but "In what was she dresRed?"

'J'here are persons who will 
risk ti eir eternity upon one pier mirror or 
who will dash out the splendors of Heaven 
to get another triuket.

GOVERNOR GRAY h a s received 
t h e an- 
nual 
report of the operations of 
the 
state hospital for the insane. 
It shows 
that the estimated value of the real es- 
tate there is 81,430,150 and of the per- 
sonal properly §1,212,941; of tha annual 
appropriation of $260,000 all was ex- 
pended but S52.26, and there are yet 
unpaid bills, making a total expense of 
¡266,067, giving a per capita expense of 
8169.68. 
The board called attention to 
the fact that the number of cures has 
been greater than in former years and 
that the mortality has been 
reduced. 
They say that the food and care of the 
patients 
are as good as they can be. 
The superintendent's report shows that 
at the beginning of the year there weru 
1,588 patients there, 696 men and 892 
women. 
During the year there were 
discharged 688 inmates, of whom 343 
were recoveied, 171 improved, 162 un- 
improved and 10 not 
insane. 
There 
were eighty-four deaths, and during the 
year 2,285 patients were treated, 
the 
daily average being 1,558. 
The report 
concludes with the assurance that the 
aggregate results of the treatment 
has 
been satisfactory, as is shown by the in- 
creased percentage of cures 
over pre- 
vious years, about 15 per cent., and the 
decreased mortality about 4 per cent. 


ONE of the new building 
materials 
which is likely to be found useful in 
many ways is common salu 
Among the 
carpenters salt is now found to be use 
ful as an aid to the 
heating of glue. 
Where, as is usual in 
joiners and cab- 
inet-makers' shops, the glue is 
melted 
in a jacket-kettle, surrounded by water, 
it is said to be advisable to put salt in 
the outer kettle. 
The addition of salt 
raises the boiling point, and therefore 
allows the glue in the kettle to be k e p t 
at a higher temperature than 
could b e 
maintained with water alone, and this 
is advantageous 
to 
the work. 
T h e 
masons find their use for salt in adding 
it to cement mortar in cold weather to 
preserve 
it from the 
bad efieots of 
freezing.

Tartars as Boycotters. 


I should not for a moment imagine 
that the Crim Tartars have learned 
much of the Irish agrarian science 
of boycotting through the clianuels 
of the Russian press, as the lius- 
sian vernacular is only very imper- 
fectly understood amnag tiiem. 
Yet 
they have developed during receui 
years a system of boycotting tUe Ger- 
man proprietors in the Crimea which 
appears to have been highly sat'ce.ssful. 
The lands formerly apporiioned by the 
Crown to 30,000 Tartars in the Criuieao 
S 
eninsula have through tlie nomaJic 
abits and ignorance of these |jeopl€ 
been gradually and easily acquired by 
the princely and other largre j^roprie- 
tors for what may, in these instances 
be very appropriately termed old songs. 
These lands have been sub-leused in 
most cases to the ubiquitous and cuter- 
prising Germans. 
All these estatcis are 
worked by Tartar labor, and so louc? as 
the proprietor was there or a deHco id- 
ant of one of the old Tartar- ciiieftain 
families, things went smoothly. A (i <3r- 
man agriculturist with capital a fow 
years ago discovered in these iiroad 
tracts and cheap bargains a pri^m^si ig 
field for enterprise, with the iJrospect 
never absent from the Russo-Germau's 
vision of gradually ousting and sup- 
planting the native. This, however, re- 
quired time, but the German reckoned 
on the long-sutlering patience of the 
industrious, sober, ignorant, and stolid- 
looking Mongolian laborer. The result 
has proved the German ]iro])ri('tor to 
have been a long way out of his san- 
guine reckoning. 
In many cases he 
acquired estates covering areas of irom 
50,000 to 200,000 acres, but the entry 
of the German into the possession oi 
his estates was the signal for a rapid 
migration of every Tartar laborer and 
herdsman. 
The Tartar proprietors, 
who were his neighbors, refused the 
services of their liorses, oxen, and cam- 
els at any price, no mattcir how tempt- 
ing. The store-keepert' in the neigh- 
boring towns and fairs would not sup- 
ply the German's wants. 
This Tartar 
boycotting has now succeeded in driv- 
ing the greater number of the German 
proprietors to abandon their estates and 
holdings at ruinous losses. The Gov- 
ernor of the district has now submitted 
a project to the Imperial Government 
for the repurchase of these lauds and 
their division among the Tartars. It 
is further proposed that in addition to 
these Crown grants of small holdings to 
some 25,000 Tartars the Government 
shall in all necressitous cases supply 
each Tartar family with a few necessary 
agricultural implements and a yoke of 
oxen. 
There is little doubt that this 
project will not be accepted by the 
Government.—LOT?,r/o71 Daihj 
News.

Japanese Tortnres. 


The most extreme of revolting cru- 
eltifeB perpetrated upon the Japanese 
prisoners until very recently were the 
various applications of the fire torture; 
but for the victim, some oi them had 
the one advantage of more speedily 
terminating his terrible sufferings. The 
accused, with hands and feet secuied, 
was suspended, head downward, in a 
cage made of green bamboo. 
The cage 
was contrived to slowly revolve, the 
culprit being exposed to the tierce heat 
of a charcoal fire, which was frequently 
replenished by the executioners. 


Oftentimes, happily for the wretched 
sufferer, the fumes of charcoal pro- 
duced suffocation. 
Another fire tor- 
ture was to compel the prisoner to 
stand upon a heated grating or grid, 
beneath which a fire was constantly 
kept burning. He was unable to leave 
the small enclosure, being quite sur- 
rounded by a strong railing. 
Lighted 
charcoal placed in the interior of a 
metal funnel was another description 
of tire torture. 
The tube containing 
the lighted charcoal was securely bound 
in the grasp of the prisoner, and he 
was forced by the attendants to walk 
quickly about, exposing the broad end 
of the tube to tat; wind, thereby accel- 
erating the heat and increasing his own 
Bufferings. 
Another agonizing torture 
was j)roduced liy the a{)plication of boil- 
ing oil to the body of the victim, and it 
was a torture a]>i>lied in so many ways 
that only sickening details of hellish 
devices to intensify human suffering 
could picture, if that were possible, its 
extent and variety. 


The stone torture was usually the first 
cruelty practiced n]ion a prisoner. He 
was I'urced to prusiiido himself, face 
downward, 
upon the apexes of five 
trangular-shaped l)lorks of hard wood, 
the front of his lops b: ing exposed to 
the sharji edges. 
While securely held 
in this position heavy siones were placed 
on the victim's thighs, and others were 
slowly added 
to increase the terrible 
weight—until be becaine unconscious 
or signifie 1 liis intcntii^n to confess. 


The box torture was a still more atro- 
cious 
co}irnvance. 
Jlound hand and 
foot, the culprit was forced into a strong 
box, iibout two feot square, having a 
covering mado to lit the inside, and ca- 
jjai'Ie of being lowered or raised at wilL 
Heavy weigiits wi re p'acednpon it, and 
as tnese were increased in number, de- 
pr^is^ing the lid, the poor wretch within 
the box was slowly crushed to death. 


In using rhe water torture it was be- 
lieved that the tornient of thirst would 
induce a prisoner to confess his guilt. 
Alter several days' subsistence on a salt 
diet, without rice and water, the ac- 
cused was shut in a room where he 
couid see and hear the dropping water 
on all side . but out of his reach. The 
cravings and SI.tT. rings became fearful 
undi^r th(! :igony. 
often 
approaching 
the bounds of insanity. 


Deprivation of sleep was effected by 
placing the crimmal upon a bed, or 
mat, over wljich a small stream of 
water was continually tiowing. 
At- 
tendants were in readiness, and at the 
slightest indication of slumber 
they 
would 
rouse 
their victim by ringing 
bells, beating dr.ims, or the application 
of fire to las body. The treatment ren- 
dered 
sleep 
im)>o-sii)le; 
the poor 
wretch's mind becMme disordered under 
the torture and oftentimes left him a 
raving maniac. 


The old style of trial in Japan in- 
cluded only about four persons, the 
judge, the secretary, the torturer, and 
tiuj accused. 
Tlie latter was taken 
into ihe evaminaaon 
room 
securely 
bound, and was forced to kneel during 
the investigation of his case. If he 
persisted in rtunaining 
mute or ap- 
peared to equivocate in his reply ' • the 
questions addrc-s.'d to him the "in-

Elephants hi Battle. 


Elephants were used in wars in India 
as late as 177a 


Elephants were 
first 
brought to 
Greece for military use by Antipates 
and to Italy by Pyrrhus. 


The last use of military elephants in 
Western Europe was at the battle of 
Thapsus, where Julius Csesar overthrew 
the army of the republic, and its Afri- 
can auxiliaries. 


The Emper r of Delhi once mounted 
light guns on rtie back of elephants, 
but the animals moved so slowly and 
the difficulty of getting the arms in 
proper range was so great that this form 
of artillery mounting was given up as a 
failure. 


Hannibal made perhaps more effec- 
tive use of elephants than any other 
General, having eighty of them at the 
battle of Zaiira. 
In this instance they 
were made ellective against cavalrv, 
for horses were afraid to stand against 
them, but tliey were of no avail against 
disciplined infrantry. 


The military history of the elephant 
begins with the invasion of India by 
Alexandc the Great, who found them 
brought against him by L'orus.

Tlie National Mnsenm at Washing- 
ton lias one of the first locomot.ves in

to pers ade him to accept the second 
placo on tlie ticket with I'olk.

fusinl, however, and Dallas was nom- 
inated. 


Alorse e%'entually made a fortune out 
of the te egrap 1, and in 18.')i) some of 
tlie foreii^n powers made him a present 
of $ (),0t 0. 
'i he King of Prussia gave 
him a gold sRUiï-box, and he received 
a present from the Sultan of Turkey 
of a 
decoration 
belonging 
to

in diamonds. 
Still, while 
liis 
bill was before Congress, he said one 
day, th it lie had enough nn ntv to pay 
his boiud and get out of Washington 
if the biil did not puss.

Not every lover of the oyster 
knows 
that the size and plumpness which 
are 
so highly prized in the American bi- 
valve, and which are so attractive in 
specimens on the half-shell or in the 
stew as to le id the average man to p ly 
a 
considerable extra price for extra 
s'ze, are not entirely nataral; and even 
those who do know that the majority 
of the oysters in the market are artifi- 
cially 
swollen 
by introducing 
water 
into the tissues are not all aware 
that 
the process by which this is done is 
closely analogous to that by which 
the 
food in our own 
bodies ú 
conveyed 
through the walls of the stomach 
and 
other 
parts 
of the digestive 
appara- 
tus and poured into the blood 
and 
lymph to do i t j work of 
nourishment. 


Physiologists are, I believe, agreed 
that the passage of the digested food 
through the walls of the 
alimentaiy 
canal in man and other animals is, in 
large part, due to osmose or dialysis, 
and that the operation of this püysical 
law is very common one in the animal 
body. 
Biit the quantitative study of 
the chemical changes involved id gen- 
erally rendered dirticnlt or impossible 
by the very fact of their taking place in 
living animals where the application of 
chemical analysis is impossibla' 
An 
opportunitv is, however offered by 
the 
oyster, which, since it lives in water 
and has a body so constitufed 
as 
to 
reaflily permit the infiow and outflow 
of water and solutions of salts, mav be 
easily used for experiments. 
The 
re- 
sults of the experiments have a prac- 
tical a>. well as scieniifie interest, since 
they confum the common 
ex]danation 
of the increase in bulk of oysters by j 
"iioating," and show that it is essen-! 
tiaily a process of watering in which the i 
bnlk is increased without any corre- j 
spending increase, but rather, if any- 
thing, a loss of nutritive 
material—

There are, perhaps, more newspaper 
men as members of this Congress than 
were ever before members of the same 
National Legislative body. 


The best type of thorough newspa- 
per writers who have appeared in Con- 
gress for a great many years is found 
in Amos J. Cummings, of the New 
York Sun, and Truman A. Merriman, 
a local political reporter on the same 
paper. 
There is no position on a great 
newspaper, from that of type setting to 
defending libel suits, which Cummings 
has not held. 
He has set type in every 
State in the Lnion, and after leaving 
Hie "case" he became one of Horace 
Greeley's best and most trusted lieu- 
tenants. 
From the Tribune 
he went 
to the 6'im, where he has presided for 
years as the managing editor of that 
great paper. 


Mr. Merriman, at the time of his 
nomination as a candidate for Kepre- 
sentative in the Forty-ninth Congress, 
was a reporter on the New York Sun, 
and had been assigned by the city editor 
to report the proceedings of the conven- 
tion that selected him as the candidate. 
There was a division of opinion as to 
who should be placed as the candidate, 
which bore evidence of breeding dis- 
cord, when the name of Mr. Merriman 
was suggested as an acceptable com- 
promise candidate. 
It was no sooner 
presented to the convention than he was 
unanimously nominated, and was elect- 
ed by a majority of '20,000 votes. 
He 
made a good Kepresentative, and was 
returned to this Congress without op- 
position. 


Mr. James Phelan, of Memtjhis, if 
another full-fledged newspaper writer. 
He has always been an editor since his 
pivent into Journalism, but has never 
bad that trainingin the business as has 
his New York colleague.

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, is the editor 
and proprietor of the Bangor Whig.

thirty years he has presided over the 
destinies of the Lcwiston Journa', 
and

The youthful and scholarly Jacob 
Yost, of ^ irginia, is one of the bright, 
shining lights of journalism of the Old 
Dominion. 
He began his life as a 
printer, and for the past five years sat 
on the editorial tripod of the Staunton 
Virginian. 


Senator Piddleberger, of the same 
State, is also a member of the fourth 
estate, having guided the editorial pen 
of the Shenandoah 
JJemo: rat. 


Edward Scull, of Pennsylvania, is 
the editor and projn-ietor of the Som- 
erset Herald, and has been in the edi- 
torial harness over twenty-!lve years. 


The fiery Thomas M. Bayne, of 
Pittsburg, is another who is a journal- 
ist of some prominence in the Keystone 
State. He is the political and financial 
head of the Pittsburg Pr'.s.v. 
He is 
also the treasurer of the Press News 
Association of the United States, a 
rival of the Associated Press. 


Thomas L. Thompson, of California, 
has been engaged in journalism since 
1S(',0. 
He IS the eciitor of the Sonoma 
Dmiovrnt, 
and has for years wielded 
great political intineuce in his section 
ofthe(iolden State. 


Senator Hearst, of the same State, is 
the proprietor of the San Francisco 
Examin 
r, the leading paper on the 
Pacific' Slope, though it is edited and 
controlled by his young son, who has 
in the last two years developed into 
an enterprising journalist without an 
equal in the Western country. 


E. F. Shively, of Indiana, is not the 
only member of the editorial profes- 
sion from the Hoosier State. 
He is 
not the power behind the throne, but 
the throne itself, of the leading Demo- 
cratic paper of the thriving city of 
South Beud. 


Joseph B. Chcadle, of the same 
State, is the editor and proprietor ot 
the leading Kepublican paper in Clin- 
ton County. 


General Weaver, of Iowa, who in 
18S0 was the (Greenback candidate for 
President, is one of the editors of the 
Iowa Tribune, printed at Des Moines. 


Kobert J. ^ ance, the 
red-headed 
member from (Connecticut, is also an 
editor, aud began life as a galley slave 
in a printing office. 


Senator Hawley, of the same State, 
is also an editor, and as one has a na- 
tional reputation as being the editorial 
power of the Hartford 
Courant. 


James O'Donnell, of Michigan, has 
been an editor since 1865, and is now 
editor of the Jackson DaiUj 
Citizen. 
Mr. Timothy F. Tarsney, of the same 
State, is one of the editors and pro- 
prietors of the East Saginaw Demo- 
trat. 


Judge 
McDonald, 
of 
Minnesota, 
though a practicing lawyer now, was 
at one time the able editor of the 
Shakopee Argus. 


James N. Burnes, of Missouri, is one 
of the owners of the St. Joseph H raid, 
and sometimes writes editorials of a 
political character for it. 


John A. McShane, of Nebraska, is 
the proprietor of the Omaha Herald, 
one of the most influential Democratic 
journals ia the Missouri Valley. 


Samuel S. Cox, of New York, as 
everyone knows, was an editor in Ohio 
when a young man. 


John Nicholas, of South Carolina, is 
also an old newspaper man, having 
served ten years in that business. 


Beniamin A. Enloe, of. Tennessee, 
was the editor of the Jackson 
Tribune 
from 1874 to 188<), when he resigned 
to become a candidate for Congress. 


Thus it will be seen that there are 
in the present Congress twenty-three 
members who are and have been mem- 
bers of the editorial professiop and 
proprietors of newspapers.

speaking of extra illustrations that a 
scrap-book may be made a thing of 
beauty that will put to shame the rarest 
of editions de luxe. 
Only the prac- 
ticed inlayer of plates should under- 
take its preparation to insure its result, 
but in its diversity of theme and treat- 
ment, it has a more general interest 
than the biography or book of criticism 
that is the usual subject for pictorial 
enlargement. 
Travelers' scrap-books 
are especially entertaining. One young 
gentleman made a running record of 
his foreign tour in letters to his "folks" 
that he sprinkled with pen sketches, 
and bound into a volume on his return. 
A wealthy gentleman in Brooklyn, who 
travels far and often, makes a pictorial 
record of each in the form of a book or 
books filled with photographs of places 
and things that he has seen. 
His last

Snch curiosities as hotel bills 
and theater programmes are also in- 
cluded. The volume is a quarto, nearly 
as bulky as Webster's Dictionary.

It shows 
that the estimated value of the real es- 
tate there is $1,430, ICO and of the per- 
sonal property $1,212,941; of the annual 
appropriation of $260,000 all was ex- 
pended bnt $62.20, and there an yet 
unpaid bills, making a total expense of 
•266,067, giving a per capita expense of 
$169.68. The board called attention to 
the fact that the number ot onres has 
been greater than in former years and 
that the mortality has been reduced. 
They say that the food and care of th* 
patients are as good as they can be. 
The superintendent's report shows that 
at the beginning of the year there were 
1,588 patients there, 696 men and S92 
women. During the year there were 
discharged 688 inmates, of whom 313 
were reoaveied, 171 improved, 162 un- 
improved and 10 not insane. There 
were eighty-four deaths, and daring the 
year 2,286 patients were treated, the 
daily average being 1,668. The report 
concludes with the assurance that the 
aggregate resnlte of the treatment, has 
been satisfactory, as is shown by the in- 
creased percentage of cures over pre- 
vious years, about 15 per cent., and the 
decreased mortality abont i per cent.

Tartars an Boycotters. 


I should not for a moment imagine 


that the Grim Tartars have learned 
mnoh of the Irish agrarian science 
of boycotting through the channel* 
of th« Russian* press, as the Kus- 
jjan vernacular is only very imper- 
fectly understood among them. 
Yet 


they have developed during recent 
yean a system of boycotting the Ger- 
man proprietors in the Crimea which 
appears to have been highly successful. 
The lands formerly apportioned by the 
Grown to 30,000 Tartars in the Crimean 
peninsula have throngh the nomadic 
habits and ignorance of these people 
been gradually and easily acquired by 
the princely and other large proprie- 
tors for what may, in these instance! 
be Terr appropriately termed old songs. 
These lands have been sub-leased in 
most canes to tbe ubiquitous and outer* 
prising Germans. All these estates are 
worked by Tartar labor, and no long as 
the proprietor was there or a descend- 
ant of one of the old Tartar chieftain 
families* things vent smoothly. A Ger- 
man agriculturist with. capital a few 
yean ago discovered in these brood 
tracts and cheap bargains a promising 
field for enterprise, with the prospect 
never absent from the Basso-German's 
Tiflion of gradually ousting and sup- 
planting the native. This, however, re- 
quired time, but tho German reckoned 
on tho long-suffering patience of the 
industrious, sober, ignorant, and stolid- 
looking Mongolian laborer. Tho result 
has proved tho German proprietor to 
have been a long way out of his san- 
guine reckoning. 
In many caaea he 


acquired estates covering afreas of from 
50,000 to 200,000 acres, but the entry 
of the German into the possession ol 
his estates was the signal for a rapid 
migration of every Tartar laborer and 
herdsman. 
The Tartar proprietors, 


who were his neighbors, refused tbe 
services of their horses, oxen, and cam- 
els at any price, no matter how tempt* 
ing. The store-keepers in the neigh- 
boring towns and fairs would not sup- 
ply the German's wants. This Tartar 
boycotting has now succeeded in driv- 
ing the greater number of the German 
proprietors to abandon their estates and 
holdings at ruinous losses. The Gov- 
ernor of the district has now submitted 
_ project to the Imperial Government 
for the repurchase of those lands and 
their division among the Tartars. It 
is further proposed that in addition to 
these Grown grants of small holdings to 
some 25,000 Tartars the Government 
shall in all necessitous cases supply 
each Tartar family with a few necessary 
agricultural implements and a yoko of 
oxen. There is little doubt that tins 
project will not be accepted by the 
Government. —Lfmrtnn Daily News.

Japanese Tortures. 


The most extreme of revolting om- 


eltits perpetrated upon the Japanese 
prisoners until very recently were the 
various applications of the fire torture; 
but for the victim, some of them had 
the one advantage of more speedily 
terminating his terrible Batterings. The 
accused, with hands and feet seemed, 
•was suspended, head downward, in a 
cage made of green bamboo. The cage 
was contrived to slowly revolve, the 
culprit being exposed to the fierce heat 
of a charcoal iire, which was frequently 
replenished by the executioners. 


Oftentimes, happily for the wretched 


sufferer, the fumes of charcoal. pro- 
duced suffocation. 
Another fire tor- 


ture was to compel tho prisoner ^to 
stand upon a heated grating or grid, 
beneath which a fire was constantly 
kept burning. He was unable to leave 
the small enclosure, being quite sur- 
rounded by a strong railing. 
Lighted 


charcoal placed iu the interior of a 
metal funnel was another description 
of fire torture. 
The tube containing 


tbe lighted charcoal was securely bound 
in the grasp of the prisoner, and he 
was forced by the attendants to walk 
quickly about, exposing the broad end 
'of the tube to the wind, thereby accel- 
erating the heat and increasing bis own 
sufferings. 
Another agonizing torture 


was produced by the application of boil- 
ing oil to the body of the victim, and it 
was a torture applied in so many ways 
that only sickening details of hellish 
devices to intensify human suffering 
could picture, if that were possible, its 
extent and variety. 


The stone torture was usually the first 


cruelty practiced upon a prisoner. He 
was forced to prostrate himself, faoo 
'downward, upon the apexes of five 
trangular-shaped blocks of hard wood, 
the front of his legs being exposed to 
the sharp edges. While securely held 
in thispositionheavyslones were placed 
on the victim's thighs, and others were 
slowly added—to increase the terrible 
weight—until he became unconscious 
or signified his intention to confess. 


The box torture was a still more atro- 


cious contrivance. 
Bound hand and 


foot, the culprit was forced into a strong 
box, about two feet square, having a 
covering made to lit the inside, and ca* 
C 


" "e of being lowered or raised at will 


vy weights wore placed upon it, and 


as these were increased in number, de- 
pressing the lid, the poor wretch within 
the box was slowly crushed to death. 


In using the water torture it was be- 


liwvud that the torment of thirst would 
induce a prisoner to confess his guilt. 
After several days' subsistence on a salt 
diet, without rice and water, the ac- 
cused was shut in a room where he 
could see and hear tho dropping water 
on all side*, but out of bis reach. The 
cravings and sufferings became fearful 


Elephants In Battle. 


Elephants wore used in wars in India 


as late as 177U. 


Elephants were first brought to 


Greece for military use by Antipatoa 
and to Italy by Pyrrhue. 


The last USD of military elephants in 


Western Europe was at the battle of 
Thapsus, where Julius Ciusar overthrew 
the army of the republic, and its Afri- 
can auxiliaries. 


The Emperor of Delhi once mounted 


light guns on Due back of elephants, 
but the animals moved, so slowly and 
the difficulty of getting the arms in 
proper range was so great that this form 
of artillery mounting was given up as a 
failure. 


Hannibal made perhaps more effec- 


tive use of elephants than any other 
General, having eighty of them at the 
battle of Zaura. In this instance they 
were inado effective againsfc cavalry, 
for horses wore afraid to stand againsfc 
them, but they were of no avail against 
disciplined infrantry. 


The military history of the elephant 


begins with the invasion of India by 
Alexande' the Great, who found them 
brought against him by Porus. At the 
battle of Hydaspes they unquestion- 
ably caused Porus' 
defeat, for the 


Grecian infantry, getting between them, 
and cutting their feet, caused them, to 
turn upon their own lines and crush 
manv in their effort to retreat.

that the size ami plumpness which are 
so highly prized iu the American bi- 
valve, and \vbich are so attractive in 
specimens on the hair-shell or in the 
stew as to le id tho average man to p iv 
a considerable extra prleo for extra 
s'ze, are not entirely natural ; and even 
those who do know that tho majority 
of the oysters in the market are artifi- 
cially swollen by introducing water 
into the tissues are not all aware that 
the process by which this is done is 
closely analogous to that by which the 
food iu our own bodies it conveyed 
through the walls of the stomach and 
other parts of the digestive appara- 
tus and poured into tho blood and 
lymph to do it* work of nourishment 


Physiologists are, I believe, agreed 


that the passage of the digested food 
through the walls of the alimentary 
canal in man and other animals is, in 
large part, due to osmose or dialysis, 
and that the operation of .tlws puysical 
law is very common one iu the animal 
body. But tho quantitative study of 
the chemical changes involved pirf gen- 
erally rendered (liflicult or impossible 
by the very fact of their taking place iu 
living animals where the application of 
chemical analysis is impossible.' Au 
opportunity is, however offered by the 
oyster, which, since it lives iu water 
and has a body so constituted as to 
rea'lily permit the inflow, and outflow 
of. water aud solutions of salts, mav be 
easily used for experiments. The. re- 
sults of the experiments have a prac- 
tical as well as scientific interest, since 
they confirm the common explanation 
of the increase in bulk of oysters by 
"floating," and show that ifc is essen-

a local political reporter on the same 
paper. There is no position on a great 
newspaper, from that of type setting to 
defending libel suits, which Cummings 
has not held. He has set type in every 
State in the Union, aud after leaving 
l*ie "case" he became one of Horace 
Greeloy*a best and most trusted lieu- 
tentints. -From the Tribune he wont 
to the Sun, where he has presided for 
years as the managing editor of that 
great paper. 


Mr. Merriman, at the time of his 


nomination as a candidate for Repre- 
sentative iu the Forty-ninth Congress, 
was a reporter on the New York Sun, 
and had been assigned by the city editor 
to report the proceedings of the conven- 
tion that selected him as the candidate. 
There was a division of opinion as to 
who should be placed as the candidate, 
which bore evidence of breeding dis- 
cord, when the name of Mr. Merriman 
was suggested as an acceptable com 
promise candidate. It was no sooner 
presented to the convention than he was 
unanimously nominated, and was elect- 
ed by a majority of 20,000 votes. He 
made a good Representative, and was 
returned to this Congress without op- 
position. 


Mr. .Tames Phelan, of Memphis, IP

Yost, of Virginia, is one of the bright, 
shining lights of journalism of the Old 
Dominion. He began his life as a 
printer, and for the past five years sat 
on the editorial tripod of the tstannton 
Virginian. 


Senator Kiddleberger, of tho same 


State, is also a member of the fourth 
estate, having guided the editorial pen 
of the SkenanaoaU .Democrat. 


Edward Scull, of Pennsylvania, is 


the editor and proprietor of the Som- 
erset Hcratti, and has been in the edi- 
torial harness over twenty-live years. 


The fiery Thomas M. Bayne, of 


PHtsburg, is another who is a journal- 
ist of some prominence in tho Keystone 
State. Ho is the political and financial 
head of the Pittsbnrg Press.

rival of the Associated Press.
